19 before April 1, 2020) listed anywhere on the discharge diagnosis list. Since B97.29 is not specific to 
COVID-19, there are occasional cases with this code before the onset of the COVID-19 pandemic.
† Case counts for the second quarter 2022 only include two of three months of data, so appear 
artificially low.
